In  order  to  truly  appreciate  history,  one  needs  to  walk  in  the  footsteps  of  those  wHo  have  com#)efore  las.  In  2003,  |5A!^ 
faculty  members  Brian  McCue,  Tony  Myrans  and  David  Stewart  witnessed  a  dtpam  come  to  tuition  ^sihe  first  group 
of  Andreans  embarked  on  what  has  become  one  of  the  most  successful  trips  in  the  history  of  Sf;  Andreiv's  College', The 
Battlefield  Tour.  This  year  marks  our  seventh  consecutive  year  of  touring  the  battlefields  of  the  First  and  Second  World 
Wars  and  24  students  joined  Maj.  Brian  McCue,  Ms.  Carolyn  Bilton  and  me  on  this  historic  journey.  ■ 
The  trip  was  once  again  a  huge  success.  We  began  in  Normandy,  combing  through  countryside  where  the  key  battles 
of  the  summer  of  1944  took  place.  As  we  walked  along  a  German  bunker  on  Omaha  Beach  (approximately  the  Dog 
Green  Sector  made  famous  in  the  opening  sequence  of  Saving  Private  Ryan),  Danny  McConnell  walked  onto  the  beach 
and  wrote  in  huge  letters,  SAC  '09;  the  Andreans  left  their  mark  (if  only  for  a  short  while).  From  there  we  ventured  north 
into  Belgium  where  we  toured  the  sacred  sites  of  Ypres.  During  the  daily  Menin  Gate  ceremony,  Brendan  MacDonaid 
was  asked  to  pipe  the  lament  for  approximately  1000  people.  This  was  a  significant  undertaking  and  he  earned  many 
compliments  from  the  onlookers.  We  then  moved  to  the  Somme  area  where  we  toured  the  trenches  of  Beaumont 
Hamel,  the  site  of  the  Newfoundland  Regiment's  fight  on  July  1,  1916.  From  there,  we  finished  the  tour  at  the  most 
famous  Canadian  site,  Vimy  Ridge.  This  was  an  extraordinary  way  to  finish  a  glorious  tour. 
When  asked  about  the  impact  of  the  trip,  students  said  the  following: 


"After  experiencing  all  the  historic  sites  I  truly  realized  what  a  great  sacrifice  these  men  made  to  give  us  our  freedom."

"Ever  since  I've  been  at  the  school  I've  heard  about  how  amazing  the  Battlefield  Tour 
is  and  have  always  wanted  to  go.  This  year  I  had  the  privilege  to  go  on  the  tour ...  the 
most  emotional  part  of  the  trip,  however,  was  the  last  ceremony  at  Vimy  Ridge,  where 
when  we  were  done  Mr.  Stewart  informed  us  that  a20  year-old  Canadian  women  started 
crying  because  kids  from  Canada  (meaning  us)  were  recognizing  and  respecting  the 
Canadians  who  paid  the  ultimate  sacrifice  for  us."  Dylan  Hewko  '11 

This  trip  remains  significant  because  the  young  Andreans  who  take  this  tour  gain  an 
understanding  of  the  finality  of  war  and  the  idea  of  Remembrance.  And,  for  the  young 
men  who  have  gone  on  the  Tour  and  the  24  who  ventured  forth  this  year,  they  will  work 
hard  to  uphold  the  motto  of  the  #1 42  St.  Andrew's  College  Highland  Cadet  Corps:  Dileas 
Gu  Brath  (Faithful  Forever).

We  began  this  season  with  the  confidence  of  having  won  the  championship  the  past  two  yeal 
row.

From  August  1-25,  twenty-nine  Andreans  left  behind  the  comforts  and  conveniences  c 
Canada  to  travel  to  Malawi  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  Africa.  Twenty-three  student 
were  accompanied  by  four  teachers  and  two  Old  Boys  from  the^ 
class  of  2005  in  a  multifaceted  adventure  consisting 
of  three  distinct  components:  a  community  service 
project,  a  Gold  level  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award 
hiking  expedition  and  a  safari. 

The  community  service  project  was  the  culmination  of  | 
a  year  long  fundraising  effort  to  support  the  construction  i 
of  a  kitchen  facility  for  the  Mulanje  Mission  Hospital  in' 
rural  Malawi.  The  boys  raised  just  over  $48,000  through' 
a  variety  of  creative  initiatives.  This  money  was  fun- 
nelled to  the  hospital  throu  gh  a  Presbyterian  Church 
connection  with  the  plan  that  construction  would  be  well' 
under  way  before  our  arrival.  As  it  turned  out,  the  kitchen ' 
almost  finished  when  we  arrived.  However,  there  was  no  shortage  of  work  to  be  done  t 
our  boys.  Many  of  them  spent  time  teaching  lessons  at  the  local  primary  school  as  we 
as  leading  a  variety  of  games  during  their  recess  periods.  Our  boys  also  did  a  fantast 
job  of  providing  a  much  needed  facelift  to  a  playroom  attached  to  the  children's  ward  i 
the  hospital  by  painting  a  lively  array  of  animals,  landscapes  and  symbols  on  the  wall 
Finally,  a  few  of  the  boys  had  the  opportunity  to  travel  with  a  medical  Outreach  team  t 
some  of  the  communities  surrounding  the  hospital.

After 
lis  time  at  Club  Mak,  the  St.  Andrew's  contingent  flew  to  Johannesburg  to  embark  on 
n  unforgettable  five  day  safari  in  South  Africa's  Kruger  National  Park  where  they  had 
ie  opportunity  to  observe  elephants,  rhinos,  water  buffalo,  zebras,  giraffe,  impala, 
aboons,  hippoes,  crocodiles,  and  even  the  rare  Cheetah  in  their  natural  habitat.  What

Back  in  October,  the  students  of  the  SAC  Environmental  Council,  fondly 
known  as  SAGE  (St.  Andrew's  Green  Environmentalists)  had  a  serious 
discussion  about  what  they  could  do  to  significantly  and  permanently  reduce 
the  school's  ecological  footprint.  Out  of  that  discussion,  the  idea  was  formed 
to  bring  in  an  outside  consultant  to  lead  the  St.  Andrew's  community  through 
a  process  of  environmental  audits,  reviews  and  'green'  planning.  After  some 
serious  research  and  checking  of  references  as  well  as  several  rounds  of 
discussion  with  members  of  the  school  administration  team,  Stephanie 
Foster  of  'Fostering  Sustainability"  was  hired  in  January  to  lead  us  through 
thatprocess  (http://www.fosteringsustainability.ca/index.html).  Stephanie  has 
over  20  years  experience  in  strategic  planning  for  environmental  sustainability, 
policy  development  and  project  management,  in  academic,  non-governmental, 
private  and  public  sectors.  In  recent  years,  herfocus  has  been  on  working  with 
independent  schools  and  Colleges  like  UCC,  Ridley,  Branksome  Hall,  Appleby,  Ashbury  and  Lakefield  to 
help  them  understand  how  they  can  integrate  sustainability  principles  into  their  facilities  and 
operations,  curriculum  and  professional  development,  and  organizational  behavior  and  attitudes.
